The “ T afters,” that is the party that 
m ade the trip with T aft to the Philip­ 
pines, decided to give the president a 
w'atch and chain. 
M iss 
Boardm an 
w as selected to procure the present. 
The watch was a substantial one, 
a s it should be for a man like the 
president, and the chain w as one of 
the heavy gold 
link 
chains 
which 
stretches from one vest pocket to an­ 
other acro ss the front of the wearer. 
Before presentation w as m ade one 
of the “ T afters,” Senator 
Scott 
of 
W est Virginia, called at the B oard­ 
m an house and w as shown the watch 
and chain. 
“ Look here, M iss Mabel,” 
rem arked the W est V irginia senator, 
“ you have entirely m iscalculated the 
length of that chain. 
I 
gu ess 
you 
don’t know how broad T aft is across 
the front. 
Ju s t try It on m e,” and 
the sen ator presented a fairly rotund 
form and it w as found that the watch 
chain would 
have stretched like a 
taut haw ser across the front of the 
president. 
Upon this m easurem ent 
five inches w'ere added to the chain in 
order to m ake it fit the presidential 
frontage without causing any incon* 
vsnience.

it coat $ 25,006,000—is already a tangi­

Henceforth, most holy brother, this 
must not be allowed. 
l"se every possi­ 
ble means to abolish this custom, and 
Impose a heavy penalty on all devour- 
ers of horseflesh. 
They are unclean, 
and their conduct is execrable.” 


Fad for Collecting Menu Cards. 
The emperor of Austria’s collection 
of menu cards is without its equal In 
the world. 
Numbering 3,700 examples. 
It consists of cards used at court ban­ 
quets on festival occasions, and scarce­ 
ly a royal house in England is unrep­ 
resented,

Tilly 
captured 
Rothenb urg, 
and, 
enraged

his 
losses, declared that the town should 
b e destroy ed, the leading Inhab itants 
slain, and the rest turned over to the 
soldiery . 
But 
women 
and children 
wailed lamentab ly as he rode to the 
rathhaus, and clung to his stirrup 
imploring mercy. And he flung them 
mercy with contempt. 
“Let the dogs 
live.” 
Ho said: “I will b e merciful. 
None b ut the b urgomaster and all 
the counselors of the town shall die.” 
He went Into the great room of the 
r&thhaus and called for wine and a 
frightened girl carried In a huge and 
b rimming gob lei—a gob let so huge 
that he 
b urst 
into a great laugh. 
“Am I to drink this?’’ he said, holding 
It up. 
And the grim humor seized 
him. 
“If any man of Rothenb urg 
w'ill drink this at a single draught 
I 
will spare the city and spare every 
r life!” 
There was a great silence, ami then 
a former b urgomaster, a certain Nusch 
--his name 
is 
worthy 
of 
remem­ 
b rance—stepped 
intrepidly 
forward 
and took the gob let from Tilly’s hand 
He drank, and the silence deepened 
as the foot of the gob let slowly rose 
in the air; he drank and drank till 
every drop w^as drained. Then he fell 
senseless to the floor. 
“Revive 
him!” 
said 
Tilly; 
and 
Nusch came slowly eack to life. 
Tilly was a good loser. “You have 
won,” he said, admiringly , as the man 
raised himself and looked around. 
Whereat Rotheiib urg’s hero 
could 
only gasp out with a touch of good 
old-fishioned humor even in such a 
presence: 
“I 
never — could - - save — anothei 
town!
